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A... the Old Generation was close by—shadowing the 
competitors as they distanced themselves from their roots and 
went after fame and glory in the fashion of 1990s athletes, owing 
allegiance to no one, and basking in triumph in a self-congratulatory 
manner that didn’t exist in a prior time. 

Back on the ranch, Blackjack Mulligan—former co-holder of 
the World Wrestling Federation Tag Team Championship— 
watched his son, “The Stalker” Barry Windham, do things his 
way, resigned to the notion that there could be only one team 
called the Blackjacks, a duo that sparkled in the 1970s and 


early 1980s, then sizzled as its members reached the sunset 
of their careers. 

In the World Wrestling Federation offices in Stamford, 
Connecticut, Mulligan’s partner, Blackjack Lanza, tightened 
his necktie, adjusted his cufflinks and lived the life of an 
executive, going to the office, sitting in meetings, and read. 

Gone were the days when he and Mulligan 
stepped through the curtains in black cowboy hats, enduring 
the jeers of the crowd and punishing opponents with the “black

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to another native of the Lone Star State: Stan Hansen, a raging 
rustler of the ring who had held the old American Wrestling 
Alliance (AWA) Heavyweight Championship, captured 
virtually every important title in Japan and broke the 
World Wrestling Federation Champion Bruno Sammartino’s 
neck in the 1970s. Hansen’s finishing hold was the 
lethal Lariat. Bradshaw’s version of the move was said to 
be a level more deadly 

Because of the numerous laurels Windham earned in his, 
career, most fans had forgotten that when he first entered 
the mat wars as a teenager, the man later known as “T 


Ce Ce et Oe eee 


Stalker” proudly called himself “Blackjack Mulligan, Jr.” 
Like his father, Windham left the locker room clad 
in a black cowboy hat and matching vest, 
sporting the thick mustache associated with the 
Blackjacks. But as Windham’s renown spread 
quickly, he decided that he didn’t need his father’s 
reputation to rule the wrestling fraternity. He joined 
up with another newcomer named Mike Rotundo— 
later called Irwin R. Schyster, or I.R.S.—and 
snagged the World Wrestling Federation Tag Team 
belts in the 80s. As a singles competitor, Windham 
became one of the best-known wrestling personalities 
in the world, winning the majority of his matches 
with the torturous super- 
plex. Today, fans who 
remember Hulk Hogan’s 
reign as World Wrestling 
Federation Champion 
recall that he came to the 
ring to the strains of a tune 
called “Real American”’. 
However, very few mat- 
watchers know that the 
writer of the song penned 
it with the dynamic Barry 
Windham in mind. 
Windham had been 
away from the sport of 
kings for a long sabbati- 
cal before returning to the 
World Wrestling Federa- 
tion recently, smearing 
his face with camouflage 
paint and redefining 
himself as The Stalker. 
Occasionally, he passed 
Bradshaw in the locker 
room. The two _ had 
known each other since 
early childhood when 
they sat together in the 
arena, cheering on the 
Blackjacks as they battled Dean Ho and Tony Garea, 
Dominic DeNucci and Irish Pat Barrett, and Louis 
Cerdan and Tony Parisi. But this was the 1990s and 
each wrestler had his own agenda. There was little 
discussion about the heritage the two shared, as 
Bradshaw and Windham pursued their particular goals. 
No one would tell World Wrestling Federation 
Magazine precisely when this situation changed. 
As Windham put it, “It’s family business.” But 
Windham and Bradshaw’s peers noted that the two 
seemed to be spending a good deal of time together 
over the last few months, closely watching each other’s 
matches, discussing them in detail after the night’s 
card and experimenting in the gym in the morning. 


Following in the spurs of the legendary Blackjacks, Texas bad 
boys Windham and Bradshaw have incorporated the same 
raw and rugged style that Mulligan and Lanza dished out and 
adapted it for modern teams like the Headbangers, 
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Over time, Lanza also was drawn into the alliance, 
coaching the young men on their performances 
and recommending ways to get ahead—strategies he 
hadn’t divulged since the time the Blackjacks held 
the World Wrestling Federation tag team belts. 

There came a point when Windham and 
Bradshaw analyzed the World Wrestling Federation 
singles scene. Shawn Michaels was the Federation 
Champion for a while, then Sid, then Michaels 
again, with Bret Hart, the Undertaker, Stone Cold 
Steve Austin and Vader always lying in wait, ready to 
pounce on the man with the belt as soon as 
he grew vulnerable. Hunter Hearst-Helmsley was the 
Intercontinental Titlist. 
But Wildman Marc Mero, 
Goldust, Ahmed Johnson 
and Faarooq were the top 
contenders. Given the 
circumstances, both 
Windham and Brad- 
shaw felt that their 
chances were better 
if they pooled their 
resources and made a 
run for the tag team belts. 

“T look at it this way,” 
Bradshaw is said to 
have told a close friend. 
“Owen Hart and the 
British Bulldog are the 
World Wrestling Federa- 
tion Tag Team Champions, 
but they’re ready to blow 
up. It’s like a bad mar- 
riage. They’re going down 
soon—the question is, 
‘Who’s gonna do it?’ 
Barry and I already 
have the spirit of the 
Blackjacks pumping 
through our veins. If 
Mulligan and Lanza could 
win it all in the 70s, Bradshaw and Windham can do 
it now, and show the world what the New Generation 
is all about.” 

Reportedly, Mulligan and Lanza hadn’t spoken in 
years, after parting ways to follow individual 
agendas, but now that their squared circle heirs have 
joined together, so have the original Blackjacks. In 
another age, this combination was hardy enough to 
secure the biggest prize in tag team competition. 
Now they’ve shifted roles, serving as inspirational 
strategists for Windham and Bradshaw. Can lightning 
strike twice? Since the New Blackjacks have 
embraced the past, they believe that the future will be 
just as magnificent. Wr
